farmers* aide of the high coat of liv­ 
ing question was presented to the 
Senate today by Senator Capper, re­ 
publican, of Kansas, who declared 
that, while farmers are selling their 
products at a loss in declining" mar­ 
kets, the consumers are paying ris­ 
ing prices. 
Faulty distribution 
was 
blamed 
largely for this “remarkable spec­ 
tacle** and 
the senator urged a 
number of remedies to increase pro­ 
duction. He deplored the numerous 
industrial strikes and the email rep­ 
resentation given agriculture in the 
industrial conference. 
"In our efforts to get rid of the 
high cost of living disease,** said 
Mr. Capper. “I fear we are in great 
danger of dying of the remedy. As 
a result of Washington’s effort to 
reduce high 
prices 
by 
breaking 
down entirely the cost of food, we 
have the remarkable spectacle of a 
rise of one per cent in the cost of 
living, coincident with market drops 
that are putting live stock raisers 
out of business and causing serious 
losses to other producers.** 
Illustrating the anomalous situa­ 
tion of farmers and consumers. Sen­ 
ator Capper said farmers are sell-

“The situation of the livestock 
farmer Ie even more deplorable,” be 
said. 
“Farmers are Belling their 
grain fed beeves and hogs for lees 
than It cost to produce them, but 
the consumer finds little or no 
change In the price of meat. While 
everything the farmer must buy de­ 
mands the high dollar, the price of 
his commodities, the cheapest in the 
markets, are held down by a for­ 
eign embargo and a government 
guarantee. 
“Without visibly helping the con­ 
sumer we have brought about a 
crisis in our most fundamental and 
vital industry by forcing the pro­ 
ducer to accept prices at which he 
cannot continue to produce, while 
he and' the consumer are compelled 
to payaprices at which they are 
forced to curtail the home demand.** 
Farmers are being driven out of 


business and drifting to the cities 
because of conditions in agricultural 
industry. Senator Capper declared. 
Citing losses sustained by agricul­ 
tural producers Senator Capper said 
the recent decline in livestock prices 
had cost 
producers 
$80,000,000. 
Livestock growers, he said, do not 
control the markets, and, like oth­ 
er agricultural producers must ac­ 
cept prices fixed by others. 
Farm wages have doubled, land 
values have risen enormously and 
everything the farmer buys, he said, 
have risen from 50 to 
300 
per 
cent. 
Amort!* the remedies suggested by 
Senator Capper were cessation of 
“federal 
government 
propaganda 
which tends to bear down the prices 
of farm products.” 
'’Executive departments,** he said, 
“should seek by every means at 
their command to open wider mar­ 
kets to the farmer by lifting the 
embargo on wheat and wheat flour 
to Europe, by extending credits to

European governments and by low­ 
ering ocean freight rates.'* 
Legislation to free the livestock 
producer of alleged control of the 
markets by the packers also was 
urged by Senator Capper who sug­ 
gested establishment of co-operative 
farm selling agencies.

WHERE POLITICS IS CRIMINAL 
Among the numerous causes of the present unrest the 
American congress is by no means the least. 
It began its 
session dedicated to the work of destroying public confidence 
in the party that had conducted a successful war.

measure, to criticize every war leader, to probe every war 
agency. 
And from this unworthy program congress did not 
shrink. 
It assailed most viciously every man and every de­ 
partment that had anything to do with prosecuting the war. 
The result has been most disastrous. 
The public no longer 
speaks of the army with the enthusiasm manifested in 1918. 
The virus spread by congressional vituperation and congres­ 
sional investigation has reached every section of the country. 
The public feels that somehow it was duped into the war, 
duped during the war, and is being duped after the war. The 
sacrifice and the heroism of the past are forgotten. 
Too well 
has the public been taught to think only of enormous waste 
and enormous taxation. 
The inevitable mistakes of a sorely 
driven administration, accepted as a matter of course and ac­ 
cepted cheerfully while our armies were marching, are now 
capitalized by a well organized political party and employed 
with skillful engenuity to sow the seeds of unrest among the 
people of the states. 
Every mistake and every wrong has been so magnified 
and so well advertised that the greatest success of history 
is now largely regarded as an unexampled failure. 
Congress 
has succeeded in bringing the public to believe that the ad­ 
ministration failed ignominiously. 
But in humiliating the ad­ 
ministration congress has almost endangered the country. The 
government itself is no longer respected by uncounted thou­ 
sands of those taught to believe that the war agencies failed. 
Back of ail this unrest and lack of respect for the govern­ 
ment you will too often find the poisen strewed by a partisan 
congress. 
One of the cruelest crimes of history has been per­ 
petrated by a congress that placed a party’s welfare above 
the good name of the republic.

MEXICO CITY. Oct. 22 —Concrete 
evidence of Oerman 
colonisation 
plans for Mexico as revealed here 
yesterday with 
the announcement 
of an enterprise for the irrigation 
of 200,000 hectares of land in the 
Fuerte river valley, in the state of 
Sinlaca, where thousands of Oer­ 
man 
immigrants are expected to 
buy small parcels of land on a 
twenty year payment plan. 
The corporation is being floated 
by Jose Meakanay, a Mexico City 
capitalist, with the support of Gen­ 
eral 
Ramon 
Iturbe, 
governor 
of 
Sinaloa. It is proposed to construct 
a dam at Saint Blas, securing from 
the government a concession for the 
use 
of 
enough 
water 
from 
the 
Fuerte river for the porposed col­ 
ony. The land is declared to be ex 
tremely fertile and the plan is being 
backed by German banks here. 
Until a few months ago the water 


concession 
for the Fuerte valley 
was held by the United Sugar com­ 
panies of Los Mochis Sinaloa, head­ 
ed by Beniamin F. Johnson of Chi­ 
cago, IU. The concessions to the 
sugar 
companies 
granted 
twenty 
years ago was for the use of 76 
per cent of the rivers flow, but it 
is said to have decreased to eight 
cubic meters per second. 
Promoters of the present irriga­ 
tion project declare the old con­ 
cession wa# reduced because of the 
opposition of many land 
holders 
along the Fuerte river to the com­ 
panies controlling 76 per cent of 
the water while only owning 6 per 
cent of the land in that region 
which could be irrigated.
